triot. Mr. Knapp has discovered (sea 
his Introduction) that Mark Antony svas 
calumniated, and “t otih all his profligacy 
| had a noble nature;” — and 60 Colonel 
Burr has been the victim of jealousy and 
prejudice, and ought to be esteemed, ad- 
mired and pitied by all his countrymen! 
The character and conduct of Antony, 
however, are as unequivocal, and exhi- 
bited to us as justly and authoritatively, 
as those of any ancient; and the former 
qualities, proceedings, designs and hab- 
its of Burr are equally authenticated. 
Cicero, though he employed rhetorical 
exaggeration, will be credited in the 
main respecting the profligate foe of the 
Republic, who finally cause I the orator 
to he assassinated, and proved his own 
“noble nature,” by nailing the head and 
hands of the illustrious champion of free- 
dom on the rostra, where, as Plutarch 
says, “the Roman people thought they 
did not so much see in the dreadful spec- 
tacle, tho face of Cicero, as a picture of 
Autliuny’s soul.” Thus, Mr. Jertersou’s 
exposition of Burr’s acts and plans will 
contiu ie to be admitted history, whatever 
motives may be ascribed to the accuser, 
and whatever bold denials or artful glos- 
ses attempted. The evidence extant is 
exuberant and irresistible; we refer to 
his trial and the messages and corres- 
pondence of Mr. Jefferson, and we add 
that we have heard ample and complete 
confirmation from the 'jioulhs of contem- 
poraries who possessed direct knowledge. 

ll would not he difficult to prove lhat 
the lights in which Mr. Knapp has en- 
deavored to place Burr’s rivalry and du- 
el with General Hamilton, and his recep- 
tion and conduct during his exile abroad 
(not voluntary in a moral sense,) are ut- 
terly false.

FOUR DAYS LATER FROM FRANCE. 

By the packet ship Charlemagne, Capt 
Richardson, we have papers to March 
17th, and Paris to the evening of the 16th. 

Nothing new on the subject of the In- 
‘demnity Bill. The subject was still in 
the hands of a Committee. The revolu- 
tion in the Ministry was considered fav- 
orable to the American claims, rather 
than otherwise. There is but one opin- 
ion expressed by the passengers or letters 
by the Charlemagne. It is, that the bill 
will pass. A letter from Paris says that 
the Duke de Broglie refused to accept 
the position in the Ministry which he 
holds, until it had been ascertained be- 
yond all double that the American Indem- 
nity bill would pass; and the Chamber 
were especially enquired after and count- 
ed, and the result was, that a majority of 
froth one hundred and twenty to thirty 
were found in the affirmative. Another 
letter says, “we know from good authori- 
ty that the Committee will report unani- 
mously in favor of the bill, — probably 
next week : and unloss something new 
should turn up, it will pass without diffi- 
culty.” 

Tho dates from London are to the 
evening of the 14th — the same as before 
received.

LATEST FROM FRANCE. ■ 
The intelligence contained in the sub 
joned notes, from gentlemen whose state- 
ments are entitled to the greatest confi 
dence, will be read with much satisfac- 
tion : 

“Havre, March 13th, 1835. 

“Dear Sir: I havejuit scrawled a few lines to 
go this merning; there are two packelsin port. 

“I have just returned from Paris where I spent 
■ten days wuh a sick fliend. I had an epportunily 
of seeing and conversing with many Deputies on 
our affairs, who were all of opinion fiat the law 
would pass, no matter who comes into the cabinet. 

I conversed with Dubois, Secretaty 1 o the Com- 
mission, who told roe that their report was ready, 
that they had found twenty-seven Millions that 
would not be contested in any tricunal in tho 
world ; that there was, besides what they had coll- 
ed a floating demand to a largo amount, that 
the Commission would report uranimouily in 
favor of the twenty-five millions. ” 

“Paris, 12th Mtrch, 1835. 

“Dear Sir: We are informed to-day that the 
difficulties respecting me Ministry are at length 
surmounted, and that the following arrangement 
is made which will appear in the Moniteur “to- 
morrow.” 

“The Ministers remain as they wore, with the 
exception of Mr. de Rigney being transferred to 
the War Deportment, and Mr. de Broglie appoint- 
ed Minister of Foreign Affairs and President of 
the Council. This arrangement is very favorable 
to the American question, and the report of the 
committee will be made in a few days, and we 
have no doubt that the law will be voted by a 
targe majority.” 

It will be remembered that this com- 
mission, whieh reports ‘‘unanimously in 
favor of the 25 millions ,” was appointed 
in cansequence of the views taken of this 
subject in the President’s message. Mr. 
Ciay’s report, which reached Paris after 
the appointment of the commission, a~ J 
which so insidiously attempts to make the 
unjust impression, that Mr. Rives had 
boasted the treaty stipulated for more than 
our claimants are entitled to, we are glad 
to see has failed of its object. The French 
Deputies, as was shown in Mr. Jay’s let- 
ter, interpret Mr. Hives’s correspondence 
with much more candor than his envious 
rival of the American Senate. The quo- 
tations from Mr. Rives’ letters, which 
Mr. Clay forced into his service, are not 
understood by the French commission to 
authorize the unfonnded inference of his 
(Mr. Clay’s) report, that a concession was 
made by the American Minister that 
25,000,000 was too much — and so this 
pretext, held forth by Mr. Clay to the 
French Government to give countenance 
to a second refusal of the indemnity, 
which he promised should not be follow 
ed by attempts at redress on our part, nas 
been treated by France as it deserved, — 
with contempt. 

Fire. — Just before day on Friday 
morning last, the Bagging Factory and 
Rope walk of Messrs. Rankins &• Co 
was discovered to be on fire. The main 
building contained a large quantity of 
Hemp in the uper story, of which but 
little was saved. A part of the walk was 
preserved by the prompt and energetic 
action of a few of our citizens. It is be- 
lieved that much of the Hemp might 
have been saved had the engine been 
used when first brought upon the ground, 
under the direction of an organized com- 
pany. 

The burning of this Factory as well as 
that of Mr. M. V. Thompson’s, was the 
act of incendiaries who are now confined 
in Jail. It is time that an example should 
be made of these worse than assassins, if 
not, no man’s property or life can be con 
sidered safe. 

On the same day, the house of Mr. 
Maddox, a law miles from this place'was 
burned down.- — Georgetown Sentinel.

this Convention. 

Article IV. 

On the request of the Minister Plenipotentiary 
of her Catholic Majesty at Washington, the Gov- 
ernment of the United Slates will deliver to him, 
six months after the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of this convention, a note or list of the claims 
of American citizens against the government of 
Spain, specifying their amounts respectively, and 
three years afterwards, or sooner if possible, au- 
thentic copies of all the documents upon which 
they may have been founded. 

Article V. 

This convention shall be ratified, and the ratifi- 
cations shall be exchanged, in Madrid, in six 
months from this time, or sooner if possible .

PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas, a Convention between the Govern- 
ment of the United Slates of America and her 
Majesty the Queen Regent, in the name and behalf 
of Her Catholic Majesty Donna Isabel the Second, 
was concluded and signed by their respective Plen- 
ipotentiaries, at Madrid, on the seventeenth day of 
February, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-four, which Convention is 
word for word as follows ; 

Original . 
CONVENTION. 

For the settlement of Claims between the United 

States of America and her Catholic Majesty. 

The Government of the United States of Amer- 
ica, and her Majesty the Queen Regent, Govern- 
ess of Spain during the minority of her august 
daughter, Her Catholic Majesty Donna Ysabel II, 
from a desire of adjusting bjf a definitive arrange- 
ment the claims preferred by each party against 
the other, and thus removing all grounds of disa- 
greement, as also of strengthening the ties of friend- j. 
ship and good understanding wdiich happily sub- 
sist between the two nations, have appointed for 
this purpose, as their respective plenipotentiaries, 
namely : the President of the United States, Cor- 
nelius P. Van Ness, a citizen of the said Slates, 
and their Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plen- 
ipotentiary near Her Catholic Majesty Donna 
Ysabel II ; and bar Majesty the Queen Regent, * 
in the name and behalf of her Catholic Majesty I 
Donna Ysabel II, his Excellency Don Jose de 
Heredia, Knight Grand Cross of the Royal Ameri- 
can Order of Y 6abel the Catholic, one of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Supreme Council of Finance, ex-Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary , and 
President of the Royal Junta ol Appeals of Cred- 
its against France; who, after having exchanged 
their respective full powers, have agreed upon the 
following articles — 

Article I. 

Her Majesty the Queen Regent and Governess, 
in the name and in behalf of her Catholic Majesty 
Donna Ysahal II, engages to pay to the United 
States, as the balance on account of the claims 
aforesaid, the sum of twelve millions of rials vellon , 
in one or several inscriptions, as preferred by the 
Government of the United States, of perpetual 
lents, on tfce great bool; of the consolidated debt of 
Spain, bearing an interest of five per cent, per an- 
num. Said inscription or inscriptions shall be 
issued in conformity with the model or form an- 
nexed to this Convention , and shall bo delivered in 
Madrid to such person or persons as inay be autho- 
rized by the Government of the United States to 
receive them, within four months after the ex- 
change of the ratifications. And said inscriptions, 
or the proceeds thereof, shall be distributed by the 
Government of the United States among the claim- 
ants entitled thereto , in such manner as it may 
deem just and equitable. 

Article II. 

The interest of the aforesaid Inscription or in- 
scriptions shall be paid in Paris every six months, 
and the first half-yearly payment is in be made six#

If those who 
would preserve its principles by a fair 
interpretation of its powers, and a just 
administration, should, by distraction 
among themselves, transfer the control 
from the majority to the minority, a rev- 
olution M’ould, in effect, be accomplished.

It is because this mode or proceeding 
is in all its tendencies favorable to the 
power of the People — it is because it 
baffles the machinations of selfish politi- 
cians to divide and conquer them — it is 
because it continues the movement of 
government under that influence which 
gave the original inpulse, that all who 
abhor its principles of equality now de- 
nounce the convention. The enemies ol 
democracy have witnessed^ with melan- 
choly foreboding, the success which has 
hitherto attended the Republican party in 
Maine, New-Hampshire, N. York, N. Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Ohio — in a word, 
wherever the system of primary meetings 
and conventions have been introduced.
